Most of us need training in dis- 


tinguishing between the music and 


particular way. in which it is 


rendered. Many a person thinks of 
ie Toreador Song, or But the Lord 
.s 
Mindful of His Own, entirely 


n the terms of some particular per- 
son singing it. 
The same compo- 


sition played with the cello, the or- 
gan, or the piano might not be rec- 
>gnized. Songs, especially when we 
know the words, frequently interest 
us so much by the story they tell, 
;hat we almost neglect listening to 
the music. 


In the preliminary contests 
as 


eil as in the final contest stress 
s laid on the music alone. No words 
will be sung in the songs. They will 
either be replaced by humming or 
whistling, or by the tones of the 
piano, or some other instrument 
Training in paying attention to the 
musk, especially the melody, and 
separating it from the particular 
way 3n which it is performed is es- 
pecially necessary for persons'who 
lave heard it again and again on 
their own' phonograph record. The 
overture of William Tell, the Grand 
\larch from Tannhauser, and the 
Danse Macabre, for example, sound 
very different with the piano and 
organ from what they do. with the 
orchestral effects 
of the phono- 


graph. .To be sure of recognizing 
iem each contestant should try to 
memorize' the themeg and to prac- 
tice humming or whistling them. 


A person who is able to recog- 


nize and name these pieces as they 
are being played during these final 
contests days will be so trained that 
no matter when or bow he hears 
them rendered hereafter 
he will

WHEN HAS A GIRL THE BEST 


CHANCE FOR FINDING HUSBAND? 


Girls Under 20 Popular, But Period Between 20 and 24 


is Most Dangerous for "Matrimonial Bug," 


State Statistics Show 


When 'has a girl the best chance 


of getting a husband ? And at what 
age are men in the most danger of 
becoming prizes in the matrimonial 
lottery? 
In Wisconsin, at least, a 


girl has to be a'-fairly fast worker 
if she wants to' step out of the 
"Miss" into the "Mrs." class. 


The state board of health, referred 


to the latest tabulation of marriage 
statistics in the state as showing 
that in 85 out of every 100 marriages 
the bride was under 30 years, and 
in a good deal more than half of 
them, about 65 per cent, she was 24 
or under. 


The "open season" for me,n. seems 


to run mostly between the apes of 
20 and 30, although they are legiti- 
mate prey at all times. 
In 1919, 


the last year for which figures have 
been compiled, over two-thirds of 'the 
men who acquired wives were be- 
tween the above ages. However, 429 
were not considered too young, be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 19, and 
even the venerable age of 80 and 
over did not. render four gentlemen— 
OTIP each in Waupacs, Vcrnon, Bur- 
nett and Pierce counties—immune. 


But women, as shown by these 


tables, undoubtedly marry younger 
than men. Oat of the total number 
of 18,953 marriages, 3,896 of the 
brides were less than 20 years old, 
and one young lady was less than 
fifteen when she discarded her doll 
n favor of a husband! 


The period 'between 
20 
and 
24 - 


proved the most popular for both 
women and men, but there were 
8,570 brides as against 6,987 grooms 
between these ages, a difference of 
1,583 in favor of the women. 
In 


nearly half of the marriages the 
brides were over 20 and less than 
26, while in only 37 per cent of them 
were the grooms of a corresponding 
age- 


Both sexes were abcrat equally 


willing to try it agahi after legal or 
natural causes had removed number 
one from their sides. 1,817 men and 
1,742 
women had been married at 


least once before they again ap- 
proach the alter in 1913. 


Marriage was most 
popular In 


Wisconsin in 1917, as the 
tables 


show that 19,524 couples were made 
man and wife if this year, a greater 
number than at any. previous time. 
This increase is attributed to the 
haste of many young men to get 
married before going to war. Like- 
wise, the decrease in the number of 
marriages to 11,8-90 in 1918 is prob- 
ably due to the fact that many men 
were away from home serving their 
country in the army at that time. 


It can be seen from this compari- 


son that the business of Cupid is 
greatly influenced by conditions in 
the community; and when the mar- 
riage statistics for 1920 are issued 
it will be interesting to note whether 
the little god of love has been able 
to combat successfully the recent 
hard times and business depression.

"In view of the general complaint 


made by the banking houses and the 
business men in the west end of the 
city that a large number of worth- 
less checks have recently been pass- 
ed, and in view of the recent ad- 
mission of passing bad checks made 
by three university students, I con- 
sider it proper to give this communi- 
cation to the student press of. the 
university. 


It is hoped for the sake.of the uni- 


versity and the student bo*]y that 
no other students are involved in the 
passing of worthless checks, and 
this communication is written with 
that assumption in mind. The fact 
remains, however ,that the volume 
of bad checks recently passed in the 
university 
district 
has 
become 


alarming to both the banks ond the 
business men; and the practice must 
be stopped at once, whether perpet- 
rated by student or non-student per- 
sons. 


In the cases of the three students 


referred to, .the court was lenient in 
meting out punishment for the rea- 
sons that the boys were all under 
21 years of age, in fact, one was 
only 17 years of age when the of- 
fence was committed; and it was 
their first offence in each case. 


It was deemed that their expul- 


sion from the university with all 
the disgrace that attends such ex- 
pulsion, the imposing of a criminal 
record upon them with which they 
can be confronted at any time dur- 
ing their lives with all the humila- 
tion this carries with it, and a fine 
of $200 each and the costs was a 
sufficient 
punishment without a 


committment to the state reformo- 
tory. . 


Each case is decided upon the par- 


ticular facts and circumstances sur- 
rounding the case, and the punish- 
ment meted out is based upon such 
facts and circumstances. 


The fact thot these students were 


not. committed to the state reforma- 
tory must not be understood as a 
precedent in this class of cases. The 
punishment in the next case of a 
similar nature may.result in a re- 
formatory sentence, depending on 
the facts qnd circumstances of the 
case. 


I want the student body to un- 


derstand that the issuing of bad 
checks must stop; and if it becomes 
necessary to impose prison or re- 
formatory sentences to accomplish 
that result, I shall not hesitate to 
impose such sentences. 


I shall assume that the student 


body will read this communication."

Dissipating The Resources 


Manner in Wiich Millions Are Spent by the Railroads is 


Shown by Writer

REPORT on 'The Financial Performances of American Rail- 
roads," submitted by W. Jett Lauck, representing the rail- 


way labor organizations, to the railway labor board is;flliistra- 
UTC of the financial methods which have affected the ability of 
the railroads to pay reasonable rates of compensation to their 
employes. Lauck says that an exhaustive review of the history 
and practices of these companies would show in fact that the 
amounts noted in his survey—and they run into hundreds of 
millions of dollars—are relatively unimportant in comparison 
with the total resources which have been dissipated by the rail- 
roads through financial mismanagement. During the period 
1910-1919, the statistics prove, fictitious capital totaling $692,- 
000,000 was issued by 20 representative roads. 


Excluding fictitious capitalization, the limited study, Lauck 


declares, shows that their resources have been dissipated to the 


• amount to $408,222,000, and that the curtailment in income 
resulting from these excesses represents the addition each year 
of nearly $40,000,000. During the period 1910-1919 these same 
roads gave away as special bonuses or stock dividends the sum 
of $233,359,000, and through som« other forms of-financial mis- 
management sustained losses amounting to $123,000,000, .the 
statement reads. In addition to these losses 13 representative 
railroads, during the limited period" referred to, dissipated 
thrwgh improper methods of marketing their securities, the 
ram of $51,456,878. 


Disbursements of interest and dividends on excess capital- 


ization are not included in the above sum. Such charges, ac- 
cording to Lauck, are costing the St. Louis and San Francisco 
$2,432,661 annually; the Reading Company, which has absorbed 
the Philadelphia and Reading Railroad is paying out in this way 
each year more than $5,350,000, the New York Central, $6,848,- 
000, and the Baltimore and Ohio, $692,230. Since its organiza- 
tion In 1869 the New York Central has disbursed in interest and 
dividends on fictitious capitalization the enormous total of $165,- 
000,000. These items cost the small nran'ber of railroads con- 
sidered in this exhibit more than $18,000,000 during the year 
1919 alone. 


Of the 20 railroads under consideration, eight alone during 


the limited period 1910-1919, issued fictitious securities, Lauck's 
figures bring out, amounting to over $504,000,000; as follows: 
Boston & Maine, $47,683,736; Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
$63,683,000; Missouri Pacific, $117,300,000? St. Louis & San 
Francisco, $96,924,342; Minneapolis & St. Louis, $20,184,000; 
Wabash, $100,645,000; Pere Marquelte, $50,000,000; and Ari- 
rona Eastern, $8,806,447. With the addition of $237,743,000 in 
Bctltlous capitalization issued by the Baltimore & Ohio, the New 
York Centra] and the Reading Company prior to and during this 
period, the above total is increased to $742,069,685. 


In addition to the indirect losses caused by the financial mis- 


management reflected in this overcapitalization, there was ac- 
tuafly disbursed in interest and dividends-on these fictitious se- 
curities, in 1919, the sum of $18,222,565. 


During the limited period of 1910-1919, 13 railroads gave 


away In bonuses to stockholders the sum of $27,546,015. In 
other words, in addition to cash dividends, appropriations for 
additions and Improvements and other benefits, the stockholders 
of these companeis had conferred upon them in the shape of 
rightyto snbwerfbe for stock at less than market prices nearly 
$28,000,000. In addition to these excesses the railroads under 
consideration In the flotation of various forms of funded debt 
durinr the period 1910-1919, dfssipated in the payment of trn- 
neoeasary-imderwriting fees and brokers' commissions the srnn 
of-$23,910,683. A grand total of :$51,456,878*as thus been dis- 
sipated by these railroads during the period under consideration 
through improper methods-of marketing their securities, accord- 
ing-tothfrstatfetics. 


The-reJevaney of evidence of this character has been ques- 


tioned, in-view <rf the board's ruling thatit-Aad no jurisdiction 
to'questions invoMng the financial condition of the railroads, 
but from the time €en. Atterbury madedtis plea In bankruptcy 
before the board on January 31, every presentation made in 
behalf of the carriers has included some reference <to or plea in 
regard to the financial inability of the carriers-to pay existing 
wage rates. Consequently the railway employes deemed it de- 
sirable that theTailroad labor board be informed as-1o-why the 
railroads find themselves in financial straits.
